ORGANISERS of a huge music 
festival at Port Lympne this sum¬ 
mer say there will be no repeat of 
the fiasco on the site last year. 

Red List Live was unveiled on Friday prom¬ 
ising a line-up of big name stars and three 
days of music and entertainment at the popu¬ 
lar wildlife park between Ashford and Hythe. 

And it has gone to great lengths to make it 
quite clear it has nothing to do with the deba¬ 
cle of Zoo8 last year. 

Then fuming festival-goers were left angry 
after a string of problems which saw headline 
acts such as Dizzee Rascal not paid and 
pulling out at the last minute and major criti¬ 
cism over the standard of facilities. 

Red List Live, however, is a completely new, 
different, company which has set out to raise 
money only for charity in a bid to heal the 
scars caused by Z008. 

And it hopes to lure families in with a 
diverse line-up of acts which will range from 
pop to poetry. The capacity will be 15,000 over 
the three days. 

Headliners are still to be revealed, but blasts 
from the past The Wedding Present and The 
Undertones have both been confirmed. Bigger 
names are set to be unveiled soon. 

Red List promises 200 acts across several 
stages, as well as a dance tent, family area and 
unsigned tents to show off upcoming talent. 

Top stand-up, theatre and performance art 
will also feature heavily. 

Organisers of the festival, to be held at Port 
Lympne from June 19-21, aim to raise

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Controversial 
road plan to 
be shared?

IT may have been mocked, 
but a shared space scheme 
similar to the controversial 
one in the town centre could 
be set to roll-out in one of 
the borough’s boom areas. 

Two public meetings were held last 
week at Shadoxhurst Village Hall and 
Great Chart Primary School to give 
residents the chance to see how the 
Chilmington Green and Discovery 
Park area of Ashford will be developed 
to create around 3,350 homes and 
600 new jobs by 2021. 

And one of the proposals would be 
to roll-out a similar shared space 
scheme as recently unveiled in 
Elwick Road. The scheme blurs the 
boundaries of roads and paths 
giving more power to pedestrians 
and slowing down traffic flows. 

Residents were able to view and 
comment on a number of initial 
plans and drawings that will shape 
outline detailed proposals for the 
development of the area. 

Extensive 

The plans and drawings were the 
outcome of a workshop held with 
parish council and community repre¬ 
sentatives, council members, plan¬ 
ning officers and developers. 

National experts on ‘place-making’ 
were brought in to help and advise 
on the best ways forward. 

The plans essentially mean a new 
town will be built to the south west of 
Ashford between Singleton and 
Stubb’s Cross. A further 3,000 homes 
are planned after the initial scheme 
is completed. 

The proposals also include new 
transport schemes such as park-and- 
ride sites, an extensive cycle network 
and a new Smartlink bus service 
through the development.

However, the council stressed that 
plans were still at an early stage. 

Richard Alderton, head of planning 
and development at Ashford council, 
said: “The workshops brought togeth¬ 
er a wide range of people with some 
impressive skills and experience in 
making better places. 

“We are still at the early stages of 
planning this extension to Ashford, 
but some exciting ideas are emerging 
and from the outset high standards 
are being set. 

“It is great we have been able to 
share these ideas immediately with 
local people to gauge their reaction. 

‘We will keep up this dialogue 
through the community forum we 
have set up and similar public events 
like this one. 

‘We will need to continue to work 
very closely together with local peo¬ 
ple, landowners and developers to 
create a sustainable development 
with high quality design standards 
and a true sense of place.”

£100,000, with £5 from eveiy ticket 
going to the Aspinall Foundation, as 
well as 50 per cent of the overall profits. 

This will go towards a £1 million 
target to be raised by subsequent 
events over the next five years. 

Work on the festival has been under 
way for months and organisers are 
only too aware of the damage caused 
by last year’s festival casting a shad¬ 
ow over this. 

Festival director Eddie Hill said: 
“This is not about lining anyone pock¬ 
ets; this is something people can feel 
good about going to. 

“They will have a great time, but 
they will also be directly supporting 
the Aspinall Foundation and the work 
it does protecting endangered species 
around the world.” 

Long-term 

And with many predicting hard 
times ahead for Britain’s competitive 
festival market, Red List is one event 
that will not find itself short of cash. 

The festival is being bankrolled by 
Kent businessman Daniel Quirke, 
who has agreed a five-year business 
plan with the Aspinall Foundation. 

Miss Hill said: ‘We are not going to 
be a one hit wonder. It might not be 
the ideal year to launch this kind of 
event, but it’s not just about this year, 
or next year. We have a five-year 
business plan, possibly longer, and it’s 
definitely a long-term thing. 

“And the indications are the domes¬ 
tic tourism market might have bene- 
fitted from the credit crunch as people 
spend their money at home instead of 
going abroad. 

‘With this in mind we are pitching 
it very much at families, as a place 
where they can go and camp for three 
or four days and have a great time.” 

Early bird tickets for adults and 
teenagers are on sale now for £99. 
Tickets for four to 12-year-olds will be 
£20 while children under four go free.

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What's next in political 

saga of Damian Green? 


Speculation suggests MP could 
see police case closed next week

THE next instalment in the 
remarkable drama surrounding our 
MP Damian Green takes place on 
Tuesday as he reports back to police 
following his hugely controversial 
arrest. 

Mr Green is required to attend a central 
London police station as part of his bail condi¬ 
tions after his arrest in November, which sent 
shockwaves across Westminster. 

And, as Yourashford went to press, the corri¬ 
dors of power were alive with whispers Mr 
Green would see the police’s case against him 
dropped. 

If it is, it will come as a huge relief to the 
Conservative shadow immigration spokesman. 

He was arrested on November 27 amid alle¬ 
gations of receiving leaked sensitive informa¬ 
tion from the Home Office. He was quizzed for 
nine hours before being released on police bail, 
without being charged. 

Mr Green denies any wrongdoing and insists 
he was simply doing his job of exposing short¬ 
comings of the Government. 


But the manner in which police carried out 
the raids on his home in Charing and his offices 
in Bethersden and Westminster, has stoked a 
hornet’s nest which continues to sting high- 
ranking figures in Westminster and the police. 

Meanwhile, Mr Green has been catapulted 
into the headlines like never before, raising his 
profile and turning him into a Tory heavy hit¬ 
ter. 

His standing within the Conservative Party 
has grown greatly and he has won the full sup¬ 
port of leader David Cameron, prompting many 
to suggest the whole episode has enhanced his 
political ambitions. 

Mr Green, meanwhile, has endeavoured to 
continue his constituency work as best he can, 
but was this week remaining tight-lipped when 
approached for a comment. 

If police believe there is sufficient evidence 
then he could be re-arrested and bailed again - 
or the case closed. 

Earlier this week, there was speculation the 
case against the MP was to be dropped on the 
grounds of parliamentary privilege. 

The law gives MPs special rights to be able to 
say what they want in Parliament without fear 
of legal action being taken against them. 

The Crown Prosecution Service (CPS) is cur¬ 
rently preparing a report on the case. It has to

decide whether it will continue with the case 
against Mr Green and Christopher Galley, the 
civil servant who is alleged to have broken con¬ 
fidentiality rules by leaking the information to 
Mr Green.

Budget challenge 
will be met insists 
determined council 


ASHFORD council chiefs say its 
budget IS deliverable - despite its 
own scrutiny committee recom¬ 
mending it be rejected. 

The council discussed the findings 
of the report at its executive commit¬ 
tee meeting last week. 

And in the same meeting it was 
confirmed council chiefs are to pro¬ 
pose a 4.7 per cent increase in its 
share of the council tax bill. 

A task group of the council’s 
overview and scrutiny committee 
produced a report saying council fig¬ 
ures presented to them meant it 
would not be able to balance the 
books and would have a shortfall of 
more than £227,000. 

It blamed the sharp decline in 
interest rates for hitting the council’s 
bottom line hard. 

But the council says it can achieve 
the savings it requires. 

One of the main areas it is looking 
to save money concerns the collec¬ 
tion of green waste where it has two 
options.

It can either stop its current serv¬ 
ice altogether or introduce a charge 
for the service, a move adopted by 
other councils. 

The council hopes to be able to gain 
more than £300,000. 

The matter will now be considered 
by a policy advisory group. 

It is also going to continue on its 
path of reducing staffing levels and 
is proposing a council tax rise of 4.7 
per cent. 

The rise still has to be agreed by 
the full council before it is passed. 
Kent County Council’s slice will be 
the dominant part of the tax - it is 
proposing just a 2.2 per cent increase 
for 2009-10. 

A council spokesman said: “The 
deputy leader Cllr Paul Bartlett was 
in no doubt the budget would 
be delivered this year but it would 
be difficult and it would be 
challenging.”

IT won support at the most senior 
level of the British government, 
and sent calls to hotlines rocketing.

whether I bring £2 or £2,000 back into the 
public purse I feel satisfaction in my job.” 

The range of offences that officers investi¬ 
gate is wide. It can be a case of someone who 
is working and still claiming benefit, or some¬ 
one who deliberately does not reveal the assets 
that they have or someone who is living with 
someone who is earning a wage. 

In one case in Ashford last year a man 
received £150,000 from his mother who had 
won the lottery but continued to claim benefits 
from the Department of Work and Pensions. 
He was sent to jail. 

Councillor Paul Bartlett, deputy leader of 
Ashford council, said: “Our message to would- 
be fraudsters has always been very clear - you 
will eventually be caught, forced to pay back 


the money and you could even end up in jail - 
and we have seen a big increase in the amount 
of public tip-offs since the campaign was 
launched.” 

Your Money, Your Loss! - run in conjunction 
with the council - received the personal 
endorsement from Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown and since its launch the council say 
they have seen a sharp increase in calls to its 
fraud hotline as well as letters and tip-offs. 

Cllr Bartlett added: “The response to the 
campaign has been fantastic and the council is 
very grateful to Yourashford for its help in 
tackling such a serious matter.”

Sounds like good news for 
hard of hearing patients 

PEOPLE suffering hard of hearing problems 
in the area are now receiving a better service 
according to local health officials. 

More than £1 million has been invested in 
audiology services in the area. The Primary 
Care Trust (PCT) now says that waiting times 
have fallen from 18 months to 11 weeks. 

Part of the success is due to working with a 
local company Hearbase and the charity Hi 
Kent which now runs regular hearing day 
workshops in outlets such as Age Concern and 
Gateway offices in Ashford, Tenterden, Wye, 
Woodchurch and Smarden. 

James Ransom is the lead commissioner for 
head and neck services at the PCT. 

He said: “I want to pay tribute to everybody 
involved in reducing the waiting lists. 

“Recently, many of the patients attending 
surgery sessions have been able to be assessed 
and fitted with a hearing aid on the same day.”

What is the history of the society? 


A The Alzheimer’s Society celebrates its 30th 
anniversary this year. It was formed when 
two people caring for loved ones with demen¬ 
tia discussed the need to improve the quality 
of care, support and information for people 
with dementia and their carers. 


Q 


How did you become involved? 


A I was employed by the branch in 
September 2008, to launch an outreach 
service. We have an office base in Ashford but 
make home visits to Ashford, Shepway, on the 
Romney Marshes and into Dover. 


Q 


What sort of service do you offer people? 


A We offer information, advice, long term sup¬ 
port and advocacy for all those affected by 
dementia. The branch offers this via the commu¬ 
nity outreach service and a phone line. We train 
other organisations and we hope to roll out an 
educational programme for carers in 2009. We 
undertake GP referrals. We work closely with all 
the statutoiy and voluntary sector services to 
help navigate people to the help they need. 

Q Do you think that dementia and Alzheimer's are to some 
extent swept under the carpet by society? Is it some¬ 
thing that people are fearful of? 


A We consider dementia to have the same stig¬ 
ma and fear associated with it as cancer did 
30 years ago. Much of the fear is due to igno¬ 
rance and the fact there’s currently no cure. 
Dementia is a disease that affects the brain, not 
a mental illness but it can change the way peo¬ 
ple behave and without support and informa¬ 
tion this can be frightening. There’s still a long 
way to go but I’m sure change has begun. We 
await to see how the National Strategy for 
Dementia will be implemented when it’s 
launched by the Government shortly. 
Approximately 700,000 people are affected by 
dementia today, this figure is set to rise to one 
million by 2025. This is a disease that needs to 
be tackled head-on not “swept under the carpet”. 

Q What is the Ashford and Shepway area like in terms of 
care for people suffering from the condition? 

A The Alzheimer’s Society is launching two 
support groups imminently, one in 
Hawkinge and one in Ashford which is work¬ 
ing in collaboration with the memory service 
team at the William Harvey Hospital. We are 
also working with Carer’s Support to incorpo¬ 
rate a dementia group to run alongside a 
dementia carers’ support group in New 
Romney on the third Friday of the month. 

It’s been estimated to me that almost 50 per 
cent of case loads at social services are people 
affected by dementia. I believe the services in 
this area are evolving as recognition of the prob¬ 
lem becomes unavoidable. There are voluntary 


sector initiatives including befriending schemes, 
an emergency “dementia respite bed” pilot is 
being run by Shepway Social Services and we 
are awaiting the arrival of two Admiral Nurses 
whose primary role will be working with the car¬ 
ers’ of those affected by dementia. 


Q 


How can people get involved in the group? 


A We are desperate for local volunteers to 
help us realise our ambitions. Anyone

Q What do you think to author Terry Pratchett's response 
to being diagnosed with dementia? 

A Terry Pratchett is a man with courage and 
determination in the face of adversity. 
What he has done to raise the awareness of 
dementia is truly amazing. 

Q If you had not been involved in what you do now, is there 
any other career path you might have chosen? 

A I worked in the retail sector for many years. 

I began outreach work as a volunteer for 
another charity. On taking the decision to return 
to work after having children, I was fortunate 
enough to find paid outreach work enabling me 
to work in an area I love and I hope to stay in.

MEP's bile at cruel 
international trade 


EURO MP Sharon 
Bowles wants interna¬ 
tional pressure against 
the multi-million pound 
trade of bear bile to be 
stepped up. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
has supported an online petition 
against the cruel practice of bear 
bile extraction in many Asian 
countries. 

Bear bile is highly lucrative, 
with a single gram fetching up to 
£14 on the global market. The 
trade is thought to be worth £60 
million a year in China alone. 

However, leading animal rights 
organisations, including the char¬ 
ity Animals Asia, have con¬ 
demned the practice. 

Kent MEP Sharon Bowles has 
been running a campaign on her 
website and participated in Moon 
Bear Fun Day with Animals Asia. 

She said: “The Government has 
done all that is legally possible to 
ban the trade of bear bile within 
the UK. 

“This is a great success and 
highlights the hard work of 
organisations like Animals Asia. 

“However, this vile practice has 
not been banned in many Asian 
countries and reports indicate the 
trade is still widespread. 

“The Government and the 
European Parliament must con¬ 
tinue to put pressure on these

authorities to bring a global end 
to the trade of bear bile.” 

Dave Neale, the UK director of 
Animals Asia, added: “In China, 
bear farming continues to incar¬ 
cerate thousands of bears in des¬ 
picable conditions. 

“Animals Asia are working with 
the people and the Government of 
China to close down bear farms, 
rescue the bears to our China- 
based sanctuary and promote the 
many herbal and synthetic alter¬ 
natives available to consumers. 

“If we can stop the demand for 
bear bile we can ultimately free 
the bears and end this barbaric 
practice once and for all.” 

The trade exists due to the pre¬ 
scription of bear bile by doctors 
who practise traditional Chinese 
medicine. 

The substance contains urso¬ 
deoxycholic acid, which is believed 
to reduce fever, protect the liver, 
improve eyesight, break down 
gallstones, and also act as an 
anti-inflammatory. 

Only small amounts of bear bile 
is used in traditional remedies. 
About 500kg is used by practition¬ 
ers every year. 

But wildlife experts say more 
than 7,000kg is being produced, 
with the surplus used in products 
such as wines, eyedrops, and 
general tonics.

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Month-long respect campaign embraced by Kent police 

Our 'gay-friendly force' 
in kids' essay contest

KENT police are asking children 
to write an essay as part of a 
month-long celebration of lesbian, 
gay bisexual and transgender his¬ 
tory. 

The county force, recently recognised as 
one of the most gay-friendly employers in 
Britain, has a series of events throughout 
February. 

These include exhibitions, a quiz, a celebra¬ 
tion dinner dance and the competition, which 
has an under-14s category. 

Youngsters are asked to write an essay 
explaining what this month’s slogan: “All dif¬ 
ferent, same respect” means to them. 

It also has a 15 to 17 category and an 18- 
plus section with the winners receiving a £25 
book token and a Kent Police shield. 

Kent County Council is also backing the 
activities which include a month-long exhibi¬ 
tion at County Hall. 

A seminar has been held providing a brief 
overview of lesbian, gay, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender history. The dance took place on 
Sunday and featured a five-course meal. The 
history quiz takes place at Lenham 
Community Centre on Thursday, February 26. 

Kent police are one of the most gay-friendly 
employers in Britain, according to the 
Stonewall Workplace Equality Index 2009 
which researches attitudes towards sexuality. 

The force was ranked fourth - up 22 places 


from last year - because of “a proactive les¬ 
bian, gay and bisexual support network, 
which meets regularly with the Chief 
Constable and other chief officers to discuss 
relevant issues”. 

The group also helps with recruitment and 
retention and can provide specialised knowl¬ 
edge in specific areas of policing. 

But the celebration is nor without its crit¬ 
ics. A spokesman for the Campaign Against 
Political Correctness said she felt “the police 


can get a bit obsessed about this sort of 
thing”. 

“It’s all part of a bigger picture and we 
wouldn’t say anything if there was just, for 
instance, one event a month,” she said. 

“But a whole lot together is a bit much. You 
have to ask, what good does this sort of thing 
actually do? And is any money being spent on 
this? If so, is it the right way to spend money 
allocated for law enforcement?”

Haunting images 
to make us think 

A HARROWING new £3.2m THINK! cam¬ 
paign highlights the life-wrecking conse¬ 
quences of speeding for drivers and their vic¬ 
tims has been launched by road safety minis¬ 
ter Jim Fitzpatrick. 

And the county’s police are backing the cam¬ 
paign with ‘zero tolerance to speeding 5 . 

The new message is that if you kill someone 
while speeding you will be tormented for ever. 

In the new TV advert a driver is haunted by 
images of the child he has killed - seeing him 
in the mirror, through the window of a bus and 
while in the park with his son. 

Mr Fitzpatrick said: “More than 700 people 
were killed in 2007 in accidents where some¬ 
one was driving too fast - that’s two people 
every day of the year who didn’t go home to 
their families. 



“The last THINK! campaign on speeding 
highlighted the fact that if you hit a child at 
30mph there’s an 80 per cent chance they will 
live, but if you hit them at 40mph there’s an 80 
per cent chance they will die. It’s 30mph for a 
reason. We want motorists to consider the con¬ 
sequences of speeding; what life is like for the 
driver who kills because they are in a rush. 

“I hope this powerful campaign will get driv¬ 
ers to kill their speed before it’s too late.” 

Department for Transport figures for 2007 
show that in the South East 265 people were 
killed or seriously injured on 30mph roads 
where excessive speed was reported as a con¬ 
tributory factor. 

Kent Police spokesman said: “We take a 
zero-tolerance approach to speeding. We use a 
combination of enforcement and education, 24 
hours a day, seven days a week, to drive home 
the message that we expect people to obey the 
law. The consequences of dangerous, irrespon¬ 
sible and antisocial behaviour on the roads can 
be horrendous.”

way of learning

AS part of building work being 
carried out at the North School a 
new pond has been created to 
help children learn more about 
nature. 

The pond will mean students can study 
plant and animal species that colonise the 
water and will have the opportunity to mon¬ 
itor aquatic lifecycles, micro climates, eco sys¬ 
tems and the effects of global warming. 

Staff believe learning through direct expe¬ 
rience is more memorable and enriching and 
the school believes it will help it to gain 
stronger links with the countryside manage¬ 
ment industry 

The school has traditionally had strong 
links to rural land management given the 
town’s heritage and surroundings. 

Students from Year Seven studying life and 
living processes through to those in the sixth 
form studying the new advanced environ¬ 
ment and land-based diploma will benefit 
from this facility. 

The project is backed by the Rail Link 
Countryside Initiative, which supports proj¬ 
ects in the Channel Tunnel rail link corridor, 
and the Kentish Stour Countryside Project. 

Deputy head Stephen Dove said: “Our 
school is located where town meets country¬ 
side. The creation of an environmental pond 
and wild meadow habitat is a fantastic boost 



towards the realisation of our goals.” 

Students, supervised by the Kentish Stour 
Countryside Project, will sow a mix of wild 
flower seeds this coming spring. 

Because of its location with the railway line 
at one end and the River Stour flood plain at 
the other, the school says it is in a unique sit¬ 
uation to exploit learning opportunities 
linked to the natural world. 

Mr Dove said: “From our classrooms we 
can see the international station and high¬ 
speed trains to London and the rest of the 
world, while the river has a rich abundance 
of wildlife. 

“We can hear the Eurostar and hum of the 
ring road, but we can also hear pheasants, 
ducks and wood pigeons. 

“As part of our commitment to the outside 
classroom, students will learn with experts 
and develop a love of wildlife and a greater 
respect for life. They will also develop their 
researching, recording, analytical and inves¬ 
tigative skills that are transferable across 
the curriculum and in turn will become 
experts teaching others.”

David Caves and Jack 
Reynolds play 15 characters between 
them, from two young Irish men 
dreaming of fame to the Hollywood 
diva who stars in the movie. 

Caves revealed that with so many 
switches between characters, there is 
not much time to worry about forget¬ 
ting his lines. 

“It’s fairly relentless and you don’t

have time to indulge in much, which 
is good,” he said. 

“The costume changes are fairly 
minimal. There’s not much set, really, 
and just a trunk containing several 
jackets and waistcoats that we 
change into, so the audience can see 
that difference and attach certain 
items to certain people. 

“Sometimes it’s so quick, the 
change is more of a physical thing.” 

The audience does need to pay 
attention as it does not have the 
luxury of several actors dressed in 
wigs and costumes to differentiate 
between characters. However, Caves 
has found that audiences quickly 
grasp the concept and find the 
unusual experience very interesting. 

“I think the audience gets a lot of 
pleasure out of recognition of the 
characters,” he said. “Sometimes it 
will get a laugh even before I speak, 


just because I change the way I put 
my legs or something.” 

With such a variety of people to 
bring to life, Caves already has a cou¬ 
ple of favourites among the large cast. 

“I really like playing the Hollywood 
actress, people really respond to her,” 
he said. “I also like Finn, who’s a bit 
of a simpleton who goes on quite a 
journey.” 

Written by Marie Jones, Stones In 
His Pockets has won numerous 
awards, including the Laurence 
Olivier Award for best new comedy, 
and received three Tony nominations 
on Broadway. 

“It sets out its stall really quickly as 
a light-hearted comedy, but it does 
have some quite poignant moments,” 
Caves said. 

“It’s cleverly written. The author has 
juxtaposed the humour with quite a 
serious sucker-punch. It’s great when 
you feel the audience is with you dur¬ 
ing those funny moments, then literal¬ 
ly in seconds you are talking about 
something that’s rather sad.”

Talented Mr Hoffman's 
in no doubt over film

PHILIP Seymour Hoffman isn’t 
giving the game away. 

In fact, he’s positively defensive over the 
question of whether his character, the mod¬ 
ernising Catholic priest, Father Brendan 
Flynn, inappropriately interfered with a 
young male student in his new film Doubt. 

“Is he guilty or not? That question wouldn’t 
be a question that I’d ever answer,” the actor 
says. “I would never ever tell a living soul any¬ 
thing about that. It’s of no interest to you or to 
the viewer. I didn’t sit in a chair and say 
‘Hmmm, I wonder if he’s guilty or not’.” 

The point of Doubt, says Philip, are the grey 
areas. Was Father Flynn inappropriate or 
wasn’t he? Stone-faced parish school principal 
Sister Aloysius, played by Meryl Streep, is 
convinced he is, along with suspicious nun 
Sister James (Amy Adams). 

“You wouldn’t assume someone was guilty 
without having any evidence,” he says. 
“Whether he’s guilty or not is ultimately one of 
many things. The hot topic is you can assume 
his guilt without knowing anything.” 

The 41-year-old actor was attracted to 
exploring not only the themes of the movie, 
based on a play by John Patrick Shanley who 
also directed the film, but the subject of 
change in the Catholic church. 

In 1964, when the film is set, the church was 
undergoing a dramatic reformation. As an 
advocate of making the church more tolerant 
and accessible, Father Flynn is put in direct 
conflict with Sister Aloysius. 

Usefully, Philip was able to turn to elements 
of his own past to prepare for the role, as he 
was brought up a Catholic, albeit in a different 
world to the one audiences see in the film. 

“I did communion but never went to Catholic

school,” he says. “I never did confession. I went 
to church, so I know what goes on but wasn’t 
the typical Catholic.” 

Father Flynn is the latest in a string of mem¬ 
orable character parts for Philip, who got his 
big break in the 1992 A1 Pacino movie Scent Of 
A Woman. Since then, he’s appeared in the 
likes of Boogie Nights and The Talented Mr 
Ripley and he took home the best actor Oscar 
in 2005 for his portrayal of Truman Capote. 

Doubt has already won him critical plaudits 
and a Golden Globe nomination. But he 
doesn’t seem bothered about the Oscar buzz, 


not least because he has other things on his 
mind. His girlfriend, costume designer Mimi 
O’Donnell, gave birth to their third child, 
Willa, last October. 

Despite the strained subject matter, initial 
doubts and the intense shoot, Philip claims 
filming Doubt was fun. 

“I had a good rapport with all of the cast,” he 
says. “As dramatic as the film is, it was great 
fun. It was very serious, you know, the work 
was, but ultimately the minute we could have 
fun, we did. We had a lot of laughs and enjoyed 
each others’ company. 

“But I’d never be able to row with Meryl like 
we do in the movie,” he adds, smiling. 

“I would never want to get into a heated 
argument with her!”

'BEAUTIFUL One Day - Perfect 
the Next’ may not be quite as forth¬ 
right an advertising blurb as the 
'So Where The Bl**dy Hell Are 
You?’ slogan famously chosen by 
Tourism Australia, but it’s still a 
confident statement. 

It very accurately describes the Great 
Barrier Reef state, and is therefore an appro¬ 
priate phrase selected by Queenslanders, who 
certainly treated me to nine days of whirlwind 
action and adventure. 

Our journey, a ‘tour of eccentric Queensland’, 
took in bush walking, rainforest trekking, 
pumpabiking (a sort of human-powered 
hydrofoil), reef snorkelling, wining, dining and 
stand-up paddle-surfing, among other things. 

We began in Cairns, gateway to the Great 
Barrier Reef in the far north of the state. 

A short walk from our hotel led us to the 
town’s reef fleet terminal and a full-day cata¬ 
maran cruise to Michaelmas Cay. 

We enjoyed a lazy afternoon snorkelling in 
the turquoise-blue sea surrounding the tiny 
coral island and then took a seat on a semi- 
submersible vessel which provided stunning 
views of the reef, not to mention the giant sea 
turtles. Throw in a tasty buffet lunch on board 
and at a total cost of £48 that’s bonza value. 

Speaking of bonza, a ‘swaggie’ - an original 
Aussie bushman - awaited us later that 
evening at Cairns Night Zoo for some billy tea 
and damper. Torches were at the ready for a 
nocturnal view of some native critters. 

We got to pat the wide-awake koalas, fed 
hungry kangaroos around a campfire and got 
up close, but not too close, and personal with 


some venomous spiders, snakes and crocodiles. 

Then next morning was the real thing and a 
two-day rainforest and rock art 4WD safari. 
We headed for an outback camp at Jowal- 
binna, Aboriginal for Dingo’s Ear, in the Quin- 
kan region. Aboriginal occupation here dates 
back more than 30,000 years, with startling 
images of spirits, animals and human figures 
adorning its sandstone shelters. 

After ‘slumming it’ in the outback, we head¬ 
ed back into the rainforest for a luxury night’s 
stay at Voyages Silky Oaks Lodge at the foot 
of the Mossman River Gorge, popular with 
honeymooning couples. It’s a beautiful resort. 

Next was a trip south to the trendy coastal 
resort of Noosa, but not before popping into 
Australia Zoo - home of the late, great 
Crocodile Hunter, Steve Irwin. 

Irwin and his wife Terri took over manage¬ 


ment of the zoo in Beerwah in 1992 and today 
it resembles something of a shrine to the nat¬ 
uralist and TV personality who was fatally 
pierced by a stingray barb two years ago. 

Next it was on to the Sunshine Coast, where 
the sophisticated set go for their hols in Noosa, 
before heading to Fraser Island - the largest 
sand island in the world and a truly wondrous 
place, home to a sprawling rainforest, more 
than 100 beautiful freshwater lakes and even 
a shipwreck. 

We spent the night at the four-star King¬ 
fisher Bay resort, where we had a bushtucker 
taste ‘trial’ in the restaurant. Several glasses 
of Cabernet Sauvignon and the stunning sun¬ 
set view sweetened my palate. We then ended 
our tour at Brisbane, the state capital. 

Is Queensland really ‘Beautiful One Day - 
Perfect the Next’? Mate, it’s a cracker.

Thousands more could 
be losing their homes 

THERE could be 75,000 home reposses¬ 
sions this year, according to the Council 
of Mortgage Lenders. 

But there are concerns that this figure 
could be an under-estimate, following 
research by MoneyExpert.com. 

The independent comparison website 
has revealed more than 900,000 home- 
owners have missed at least one mort¬ 
gage repayment in the last six months. 

This represents one in 12 home- 
owners. Just a year ago, only one in 25 of 
the people holding the 11.8 million out¬ 
standing mortgages in the country 
missed a payment. 

MoneyExpert.com considers that miss¬ 
ing a mortgage payment is as serious as 
it gets and is a clear signal a home¬ 
owner’s finances are at breaking point. 

More than 1,000 homes are being 
taken back by lenders every week, 
according to the Financial Services 
Authority, despite interest rate cuts and 
new Government schemes to help strug¬ 
gling home-owners. 

Unless banks and building societies 
pass on the bank rate reductions to 
borrowers, mortgages are still too expen¬ 
sive for some people.

International interest in 
our homes on the up as 
discounts draw buyers 


Prices show hope but 
it's still too early to tell 

THE average price of homes across the 
country rose by 1.9 per cent in January, 
according to the Halifax. 

This news is sure to bring a boost to 
the housing market, which has been 
under severe strain in the last few 
months. 

However, the building society’s ana¬ 
lysts warned that one month’s figures 
did not indicate an end to the downward 
trend in prices, which they say have 
dropped 17.2 per cent in the past year. 

The average house price has now 
reached £163,966, according to the 
Halifax. 

Martin Ellis, chief economist at the 
Halifax, said his bank’s latest survey did 
not necessarily mean the property mar¬ 
ket had reached a turning point after 
last year’s dramatic slump in mortgage 
lending, completed sales and prices. 

“It’s far too early to make any conclus¬ 
ion,” he said. 

“The figures are going against the 
trend and our survey shows that if you 
compare the last three months to the 
previous three months then prices are 
still down significantly, by about five per 
cent.” 



BUYERS have shown renewed 
interest in the property market in 
the first weeks of this year, accord¬ 
ing to the largest independent 
home-finding group in the UK. 

County Homesearch carried out research 
looking at trends in the market for the start of 
2009. 

The website has seen a large increase in the 
number of potential buyers registering for its 
services in the last two weeks, according to its 
analysts. 

The weakness of the pound could also be 
playing a role, with County Homesearch 
managing director Jonathan Haward claiming 
UK residential housing was now seen as a

bargain for anyone earning dollars or euros. 

He said: “As well as indigenous interest, we 
have also witnessed a substantial increase in 
registration from buyers across the world. 

'With discounts of up to 40 per cent on some 
property due to last year’s price falls and some 
lenders offering best-buy mortgage rates of 
below four per cent, UK house prices current¬ 
ly look like a bargain to foreign buyers. 

We have quite definitely seen an increase 
in buyer enquiries and as we are right at 
the sharp end of any housing market trans¬ 
actions we predict continued growth in buyer 
activity.” 

County Homesearch believes this news rein¬ 


forces the findings of the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors, which reported that 
“buying interest is now at levels not seen since 
2006”. 

Mr Haward added: “Those buyers who have 
no need of a mortgage can rely on us to negot¬ 
iate some very real bargains, and even if house 
prices dip by another five to ten per cent, we 
can see some excellent house price growth 
starting in 2010. 

“In five years’ time today’s buyer will be sit¬ 
ting on a substantial profit.” 

Estate agents in Kent have also stated 
that the market is getting better and have 
encouraged mortgage lenders to be more 
flexible in their approach to making loans - 
boosting the market by encouraging potential 
purchasers.

Kia 'bus' passes holiday

SEVEN-seaters have one big 
problem. Cram them with kids and 
the “are we there yet chorus?”

the brilliant Eden Project - a near 100-mile 
round trip for us. 

That has to be a tribute to the Carens’ space, 
easy access and all-round comfort; the car 
rides well enough whether heavily or lightly 
laden, with little ‘MPV 7 roll or wallow, though 
it could never be described as sporty to drive. 

Our car was fitted with the excellent 138bhp 
2.0-litre turbodiesel (from £14,055) - there are 
also 130bhp 1.6-litre and 142bhp 2.0-litre 
petrol options - with the low down pulling 
power needed to easily move up to seven plus 
luggage. It is smooth and worked well with the 
automatic ‘box (£1,000 extra) on the test car - 
the Sports Mode manual selection proved use¬ 
ful for Cornish gradients and lanes. 

Admittedly, the Carens is not the best-look¬ 
ing midi-MPV. Kia says it injected 4x4 
‘outdoors/ styling, but slab sides and a low 
rubbing strip just make the car look baggy. 

Nevertheless, it is keenly-priced and well- 
equipped with a five-year/unlimited mileage 
warranty. 

Unlike its forbears, it achieves this without 
being crudely executed or cheaply finished 
inside - a good buy for tough times.

'Freeze rales or risk 
us going to the wall' 


Businesses appeal for rethink on planned 5% rates rise

COUNCILS could be swamped by 
appeals from firms fighting the 
recession as business rates rocket 
to their highest level in 16 years. 

Already there has been an angry backlash 
from industry groups and the Conservatives, 
who are urging the Government to take urgent 
action to stop the five per cent rise in April. 

Companies are trying to combat the tough¬ 
est economic conditions for at least 30 years 
and now, on a national basis, they’re being 
asked to stump up what represents an extra 
£1 billion. 

Councils collect about £20 billion a year from 
business rates, but the review of new levels is 
based on the profits and turnover of compa¬ 
nies from a couple of years ago. 

If their trading levels have changed dramat¬ 
ically since, they can appeal. The rate is set by 
central government and the tax is collected by 
local authorities. 

Channel Chamber of Commerce manager 
Caroline Chambers said that two years ago 
most firms were doing well, and if they are still 
doing well there is no problem, but for those 
doing a lot worse or making losses, the picture 
is different. 

She said: “Businesses are already struggling 
to pay their rates. They are not a bottomless pit 
of money. They are already feeling the pinch. 

“I would urge every single business that is 
going to appeal to start the process now.” 

Shadow minister for communities Caroline 
Spelman said: “The Government needs to look 
again at the formula and methodology, other¬ 
wise it could be the nail in the coffin for many 
struggling firms.”

British Chambers of Commerce director- 
general David Frost said firms were already 
struggling with their cash flows - vital day-to- 
day money used to run businesses - and would 
find it hard to meet the new rate rise. 

“If the Government is serious about helping 
firms survive the worst downturn in a genera¬ 
tion, it should be cutting the rates until the 
economic situation significantly improves.” 

Roger House, chairman of the Federation of 
Small Businesses for Kent and Medway 
added: “Cash flow is king for small businesses 
which want to hold on to and train their staff 
and grow their enterprises during these reces¬ 
sionary times. 


“With small business failures entering their 
hundreds each day and taking thousands of 
jobs with them, it seems counterproductive to 
introduce higher taxes.” 

CBI business environment policy director 
Neil Bentley said the rate should be frozen 
and it was an “unnecessary’ increase anyway. 

“This will affect nearly every firm, and strug¬ 
gling retailers will be particularly hard hit, at 
a time when they need all the help we can give 
them,” he said. 

“This threat to jobs, investment and the sur¬ 
vival of viable businesses can still be avoided if 
the Government lives up to its promise of 
doing everything it can, by freezing the rates.”

LISA Dobriskey has opted not to race 
competitively until the summer to give 
herself the best chance of winning a 
medal at the World Championships in 
August. 

The 25-year-old, who finished fourth in the 
1500m final at the Beijing Olympics last 
year, has been recovering from a lower back 
problem during the winter. Dobriskey was 
due to take part in the Emerald Nuts 
Midnight Run in New York on New Year’s 
Eve, but the injury ruled her out. 

With the World Championships in Berlin 


her main target, Dobriskey is hoping to stay 
injury-free ahead of the summer season. She 
will travel to South Africa for an intense fit¬ 
ness regime next month rather than take 
part in the indoor season. 

She said: “I am a bit disappointed not to be 
racing. I have been recovering from a nig¬ 
gling back injury and I do not want to have 
an interrupted summer by injury. 

“South Africa is a home from home really. 


The set-up over there is great and it will 
allow me just to focus on the 1500m. I am 
not doing anything different in training, but 
I have to say the niggling injury has been a 
blessing in a way as it has taken the spot¬ 
light off of me.” 

After breaking into the elite level last sea¬ 
son the Ashford athlete’s goals for 2009 
remain clear. 

She added: “The big goals this year are to 
run under four minutes and to make up for 
the disappointment in Beijing by winning a 
medal at the Worlds in Berlin.”

KENT have been spared making a tough 
decision over the availability of senior 
players Rob Key and Martin van 
Jaarsveld, after the pair were omitted 
from the Indian Premier League auction 
list. 

The Kent skipper and vice-captain 
were on an original list of 148 players to 
be bid for by the eight Indian franchises, 
but both were excluded when the list 
was trimmed to 43.

Kevin Pietersen and Andrew Flintoff 
topped the bidding in Friday’s auction in 
Goa, selling for a record £l.lmillion each.

He said: “I tried to bring in a for¬ 
ward a few weeks ago but that did 
not work out. I have spoken to 
another target and I am hoping he 
will sign this week.”

The Brickies are just one point 
behind Ashford in seventh place 
and secured a 1-0 win against Town 
in October. 

The game marks the start of a 
challenging run of fixtures for 
Ashford and Lovell believes this 
month could decide their season.

Camier turns to 
Stoner to prepare 
for Superbike season 

HIGHLY-rated British superbike rider 
Leon Camier is preparing himself for the 
2009 season by training alongside former 
MotoGP world champion Casey Stoner. 

The 22-year-old from Ashford is a close 
friend of the Australian 2007 MotoGP 
champion after racing each other earlier in 
their careers. 

Last year Camier spent time in Australia 
with Stoner as part of his rehabilitation 
from a broken leg sustained at Cadwell 
Park in 2007. 

Camier went on to finish fifth in the 
British Superbike Championship last sea¬ 
son, picking up three victories, including his 
maiden win at Snetterton. 

The Airwaves Yamaha rider has enjoyed 
improving his fitness ahead of the season 
opener at Brands Hatch in April by training 
with Ducati star Stoner this week. 

He told Britishsuperbike.com: “At the 
moment I’m in Switzerland with Casey 
Stoner, mixing up my daily training regime 
with a bit of snowboarding here and there 
which has been cool, but it’s back to 
Australia soon where I’ll stay until testing 
starts. Training is always so much easier 
when you’ve got guaranteed good weather. 

“When I was over in Australia last winter 
with Casey I was still playing catch-up with 
my fitness levels and trying to get my leg 
back up to full strength, but what a differ¬ 
ence a year makes. This year there’s no 
stopping me, we can really push each 
other.” 

Camier is eager to start testing his new 
Yamaha machine and feels his GSE team 
will be contenders for the 2009 title. 

He added: “I can’t wait to get testing 
underway on the new Airwaves Yamaha. 
Everyone at GSE Racing is so determined 
to take home a fifth Championship title; 
there’s a real buzz in the team and I’m real¬ 
ly proud to be a part of it.”
